A year 
ago last March, then a brigadier gen- 
eral, he commanded the column which 
went into Mexico in search of Villa, 
and held his line many months against

troops. He served in Cuba in 1898 and 
later led successful operations against 
the Moros in the Philippines. 
Earlier 
in his military career he had fought 


the Apache and Sioux Indians in the 
west. 
Gen. Pershing, who is nearly 
57 years old, is a native of Missouri. 
At one time he intended to be a lawyer, 
and was graduated in a law course at 
the University of Nebraska, but later 
entered

military 
academy, from which he was gradu- 
ated in 1886. 
He married a daughter

M S UP WASIE 


New York, May 19.—A war bread, 
which can be sold at a profit at three 
cents for a loaf weighing twenty-four 
ounces has been made by the French 
chef of a hotel in this city and is now 
being sold to the hotel employes. 
It is 
said to taste better than whole wheat 
bread and to retain its freshness for 
four days and some times more. 


The principal ingredients of the new 
bread, according 
to 
the recipe are 
whole wheat flour and stale bread. 


Stale bread must be soaked in clear 
water for two hours and then 
run 
through a sieve until pulverized, the 
recipe reads. 
Then to each pound of 
the pulverized product is added four 
pounds of white flour and one-half a 
cake of compressed yeast. 


Five pounds of material, it is said, 
will produce seven one-pound loaves of 
bread.

and Belgium as fast as they can be got 
ready." 


A Sentimental Value. 


So f a r as is known, that was the 
first official mention of putting Ameri- 
can troops in Belgium and the senti- 
mental value of sending troops bear- 
ing the American flag to the violated 
soil of the little country in whose be- 
half all humanity has been aroused, 
has quickly been recognized. 


Those who favor it point out that 
since the United States entered 
the 
war to defend humanity against Ger- 
m a n aggression, its troops could 
be 
no better employed than in behalf of 
the most outraged of all humanity. 


Of course American troops 
.vould 
be used otherwise, too, but in taking 
a place in the Belgian line they would 
release .British 
and possibly Fi-ench 
troops for other points. 
While 
this 
remains as a very strong probability, 
absolutely no information will be giv- 
en out as to the destination of 
the 
American troops or the use to which 
they will be put. 
Neither will any in- 
formation giving a clue to their time 
of departui-e be given out for military 
reasons. 
Neither will any 
informa- 
tion as to the date or places of de- 
parture of Gen. Pershing and his staff, 
who will precede the troops to Eu- 
rope. 
Destinations also will be with - 
held until troops 
have 
been safely 
landed. 


HiuTying the Expedition. 


Preparations for sending of the first 
expedition of regulars moved forward 
swiftly today, 
but 
entirely 
without 
publicity, except as to the participa • 
tion of the marines, a full regiment of 
which was ordered abroad with 
the 
regulars to m a k e good the "first to 
fight" 
slogan of the corps. 


It can be said authoritatively, how- 
ever, that the government proposed to 
give the troops every possible advan- 
tage of training and equipment to fit 
them for their task. 
All military ad- 
visers 
have 
agreed 
that 
additional 
training within sound of the guns at 
the front must be given to forces taken 
to the battlefields In France 
before 
they took their places in the lines. 


The regulars of the 
expeditionary 
force are certain to have that train- 
ing. 
In placing new divisions in the 
line of battle Great Britain has fol- 
lowed the practice of accustoming the 
men gradually to 
the 
work 
before 
them. 
The first hundred thousand of 
the Kitchener a r m y was put in with 
each battalion flanked by veteran Brit- 
ish or French troops until it found it- 
self. 


Presumably General Pershing will 
.select, in conference with French and 
British officials when he reaches the 
scene of action, the location for the 
American 
training 
camps 
and 
the 
part of the line to which 
American 
troops will later be assigned will also 
be determined before. 
The 
flrst 
ex- 
pedition probably also will pave the 
way for j^he armies that are to follow 
it as soon as they are ready. 


Recruiting Stimulated. 


The machinery to build those armies 
was in full motion today. 
Early re- 
ports indicated a tremendous 
stimu- 
lation of recruiting, both for the reg- 
ular a r m y and the national guard as 
a result of 
the 
announcement 
last 
night, and 
the 
publication 
of 
the 
president's proclamation, 
fixing 
June 
5 as registration day for the selective 
draft army. 


Mall trains leaving Washington last 
night, were laden as never before with 
registration cards, enrollment 
blanks 
and all the data necessary to register 
ten million men for the new armies. 
The shipment went to state and munic- 
ipal officials In the far west and other 
most remote parts of the country, 
A 
steady 
flow 
of 
blanks 
for 
nearer 
states will follow, and 
In 
six 
days 
every section of the country will be 
fully supplied, giving state officials a 
week to stüdy their task before J u n e 
5. 


To Send 25,000 Men. 


Washington, D. C., May 19.—Regu- 
lar troops, led by Major General Per- 
shing, will carry the Stars and Stripes 
to the European 
battlefield. 
Under 
orders f r o m President Wilson a dlvlv 
slon of 
approximately 25,000 troops 
will go to France as soon as possible 
to co-operate with British and French 
forces. 


President Wilson will not use the 
authorization given In the war army 
bills to permit Colonel Roosevelt to 
raise a volunteer expedition for service 
in France. 
In an announcement 
to 
this effect, the president said that his 
action was based upon expert military 
advice from both sides of the water. 


Machinery for enrolling and sifting 
10,000,000 men and paving the way for 
the selection of the first 500,000 men 
under the new war army law based on 
th« president'« proclamation, was set 
in motion by th* w a r d«pBrtm«nt to-> 
da;^. 


^he.procIunQllon call! upon all mtm 
between t h e ages of 21 and 30, inclu- 
sive, to register f o r militaTy service 
J u n e 5. 


T h e drafted a r m y will not be called 
to the colors until about September 1, 
but by that time the regular troops are 
expected to be in action against the 
Germans. 


No Ceremony About It. 


The orders for the sending of reg- 
ular troops to France, the statement 
regarding Colonel Roosevelt and the 
proclamation were Issued by the presi- 
dent last night immediately after he 
had appi'oved J^he w a r a r m y bill. 
Con- 
trary to custom, there were no cere- 
monies attending the signing of the 
bill; 
The president affixed his signa- 
ture in the presence of only members 
of the executive staff of the 
white 
house proper and then sent it over to 
the executive offices. 
From there the 
document went to the war department, 
where the proclamation was issued. 


General Pershing and his staff will 
go to Europe ahead of his troops a t as 
early a date as practical. 
He has been 
here for some days in conference with 
war department officials and British 
military officers. 


Pershing Relieved of Command. 
General Pei-shing today 
automati- 
cally was relieved 
of 
his command 
of the southern department by 
the 
president's orders designating him to 
command the troops to be sent to Eu- 
rope. 
He is a veteran of the Spanish- 
American war and led the American 
troops in the expedition into Mexico 
last fall in pursuit of Villa and 
his 
band of outIa%vs. 


President Wilson expressed 
regret 
that he could not employ volunteers 
nor avail himself of the "fine vigor 
and enthusiasm" of volunteers for the 
expedition. 
"To do so," he explained, 
"would seriously interfere 
with 
the 
carrying out of the chief and 
most 
Immediately important purpose 
con- 
templated 
by 
the" legislation, 
the 
prompt creation and early use of an 
army and would contribute practically 
nothing to the effective strength of 
the armies now engaged against Ger- 
many." 


Officials declined today to comment 
on the possibility that a way would be 
found for using Colonel 
Roosevelt's 
service. 
There was talk to this effect 
in a r m y circles.

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THE CASE OF COLONEL ROOSEVELT. 


Witli convincing frankness President Wil- 
«on has stated the reasons why he e,anuot at 
i;his time accept the offer of Coloned Roose- 
velt to raise several divisions of volunteers 
ior immediate service in France. He says that 
it would be very agreeable to him to pay Col- 
«nel Roosevelt the compliment that accept- 
ance of such a service would imply and ad- 
miits that politically his appearance at the 
'head of American troops would have a "very 
£ne effect and make a profound impression, 
but that this "is not the time or occasion for 
compliment or for any action that is not cal- 
culated to contribute to the immediate suc- 
cess of the war.'' The president further says: 


The business now in hand 
is 
undramatic, 
practical and of scientific definiteness and pre- 
cision. 
I shaH act with regard to it at every 
step and in every particular under expert and 
professional advice, f r o m both 
r.idss 
of 
the 
water. 
T h a t advice is t h a t the men most need- 
ed are men of the ages contemplated in the 
section which authorizes the formation of vol- 
unteer units, and that for the preliminary tj yni- 
ing of the men who are to be drafted we 
need all of oui- experienced officers. 
What Colonel Roosevelt has proposed to do 
is to raise some four divisions of volunteers. 
He has given his word that none of them shall 
be men of an age whose enlistment would in 
any wise interfere with the work of raising 
armies by conscription. This could only mean 
that the Roosevelt volunteers would be above 
the age of thirty. It is felt that such an army 
• ^liould 
embrace 
many 
elements 
working 
against the efficiency that cannot be dispensed 
with on the European battle fronts. 


President Wilson makes it plain that ex- 
pert advice both in army circles here and in 
the countries with which we fight has been 
¡opposed to the Roosevelt plan as likely to 
cause 
military 
embarrassments. 
Fighting 
Germany is not a holiday job that can excuse 
any failure to avoid all escapable embarrass- 
ments and the president 
affirms 
soundly 
enough that he means to make no mistakes 
that he can cscape and that he Avill be guided 
in all that he does by the advice of men in 
this country and in Europe who know the 
game of war as it is played today. 


No doubt the president will be criticized 
iand abused for declining at this time to avail 
himself of the Roosevelt proposal. It will be 
charged that his motives are personal, that his 
animus is political, that he jealously fears the 
development of a great military hero in the 
person of Colonel Roosevelt and that he is 
jiieanly seizing occasion to "get even" with 
tlie severest of his critics. 
All this will be 
tommyrot when it finds voice, as it will. Presi- 
dent AVilson is the one man above all others 
to whom America must look for successful 
conduct of the war. He is not a military man. 
He must be guided in matters purely military 
by the counsel of military men of the highest 
training. 
The advice he has had from the 
¡experts is that at this time the Roosevelt ex- 
pedition would be a mistake. 
That should 
jpettle that matter. 


It may and doubtless it will be that later 
in the war Colonel Roosevelt's services in the 
field can be prudently accepted and if that 
time comes the president will not be slow to 
taake use of him.

a bad effect in Europe and to work for tvil 
against our own national morale at the very 
outset of the war. 


We shall at length have plenty of soldiers 
in Europe. The regular e^ablishment is com- 
ing rapidly to war strength. The guards of 
all the states have been ordered to mobilize 
and to recruit to war strength. 
These two 
branches of the service will themselves con- 
stitute a great army. 'At once the work of 
creating an army of half a million under the 
new conscription bill will be taken up. With- 
in a year we shall have a million men in Eu- 
rope. It is the plainly disclosed purpose of 
the government to escape folly in this war and 
good hostage for that is seized at the outset 
by choosing for the first service on the firing 
lines troops that can take to the front the 
stamnia and efficiency which only come from 
long seasoning in duty. 


General Pershing probably is the best man 
in the entire army to command this first ex- 
pedition. His whole career has been a stead- 
fast development of the highest of soldierly 
qualities. 
He is a hard-hitting fighting-man 
who has proved his stuff in the fire. If the 
greater body of his division is to be made up 
of the regiments he led into Mexico a year 
ago in pursuit of Villa, Americans will have 
occasion to be proud of their first offering up- 
on the European field. When Pershing came 
out of Mexico a few weeks ago it was at the 
head of a division of as hardy and capable 
fighting men as can be found on the planet. 
Those veterans of the gruelling Mexican ex- 
pedition with a few other picked regiments 
will prove anything but an encumbrance to 
the armies of France. They may have some- 
thing to learn of the ways of warfare as the 
great conflict of Europe have made them, but 
American soldiers are no dullards at learning 
where fighting is the game.

ÂiStors^foisaéDïme 


(By GRANVILLE FORTESCÜE, of 
the Vigilantes.) 


France is the nation of paradox, a 
republic begot by kings and conquerors. 
But today the descendants of French 
kings, French conquerors and French 
courtiers charge elbow to elbow with 
French citizens, all knit into invincible 
battle line-s, defending France. 
Blue 
blood and red are equal when spilled 
on the soil of the Motherland. 
Such 
is the Law of Conscription. 


The working of that law was re- 
vealed to me early in the great war in 
two lessons. 


It was during the soul-breaking re- 
treat of August, 1914, after the engage- 
ment at Dinant, I dropped into a vil- 
lage Inn on the Paris-Brussels road. 
It was a raw, rainy night. 
One room 
of the inn served as office, lounge and 
bar.- The other room—which com- 
pleted the architectural aggregate of 
the inn—was a 
great, straw-strewn 
hall. 


Outside, the retreating French army 
rumbled past 
in boulevard 
motor 
'busses. 
Sullen, distant gun 
bursts 
challenged nature's thunder. The rain 
pelted the roof. 


The inn absorbed blue-and-red sol- 
diers a sif it were built of blotting- 
paper. 
The office lounge-bar sopped 
privates. 
Raindrops, in the flickering 
lamplight, turned to glistening sap- 
phires on the fusty blue coats. 


Officers also filtered into this back- 
water of war; the murk of the scene 
was lightened by the tunic of a tall, 
azui'e dragoon, with sparkling helmet 
and dripping horse-hair panache. And 
all,-from general to private, mingled 
in what, from the professional point of 
vieAV, we call easy familiarity. 


I wondered at the scene—a minia- 
ture among battle pictures—but min- 
gled with wonder was apprehension 
at the apparent absence of discipline 
in the French army. All preconceived 
maxims caste faded when I passed to 
the 
bedroom. 
Lying in 
the straw, 
without distinction of rank of birth, 
were as many Frenchmen as the floor 
space could accommodate; patrician 
and pollu snored in homophonic har- 
mony. 
Here, while the nasal chorus 
rose gently to the rafters, I learned 
the deep significance of the French 
ideals—Liberty! Fraterniyt! Equality! 


In 
that 
low-ceillnged, 
lamp-lit, 
sleeping room, the secret of the French 
military system was made clear to me. 
It was unconscious idealism. No con- 
ventions of service knit those French- 
men into the artificial fabric of an 
army that apparently ignored rank 
without imperiling discipline. Grooved 
into the minds of every officer and 
private sleeping in that room were the 
words, "We all fight for France." 


The second lesson in the working of 
the Law of Conscription in France is 
told in the story of the French pri- 
vate soldier who had an idea. It had 
to do with an improvement in aerial 
bombs. 
The private toojf the idea to 
his officer. 


"We will try him, mon vieux." 
Is there another 
army where an 
officer dare call a private "Old Boy?" 


Together they worked with the en- 
thusiasm of 
artists. 
Projectile" and 
propelling force were designed and 
discussed, but in the matter of ex- 
plosive, ofvcer and private failed to 
agree. Finally, two bombs were filled, 
one with the officer's formula and the 
other with the mixture of nitrogen and 
acid advocated by the private, who 
was also a chemist. The plan was to 
have a ^public test, but the other sol- 
diers were not to be let into the ^ecret 
of the trial. 
. 


On the appointed day the company 
assembled in a corner of the trench to 
judge of the effecitveness of the bombs. 
All was ready. A Bpringr snapped and 
thè .bomb 
designed^by 
the officer 
«rafted gently above th« parapet. 
A« 
Éently 
it 4e*e«a4ed 
là th* 
anemy 
tvaaeli -aom« twaaty ytofla-a'««ar»-lM|i 


instead of a blasting explosion, the 
result was somewhat that produced 
by a giant "sizzer" 
fire-cracker. 
As 
a bomb it was a fiivver. 


Hardly had the guttural laugh from 
the enemy trench subsided before the 
second bomb was laid. Another snap 
and another winged projectile floated 
through space and landed in the enemy 
trench. 
A moment of suspense, then 
a blast that shook the granite hills of 
the Vosges, settled the question of the 
merit of the two bombs. 


When the soldiers stopped shouting 
and asked the explanation, the officer 
gave it in graceful words; then he was 
the more loudly cheered. 


When j'ou 
see the 
defenders of 
France in the trenches, with every ele- 
ment 
fighting 
to brak 
their spirits, 
when officer and private 
meet the 
dregs 
of discomfort, 
wounds, and 
death with common contempt, you 
perceive the true worth of the citizen 
soldier. Another truth then breaks in 
upon you: 
Out of solidarity of serv- 
ice France has found her soul. 


After experience for several years, con- 
siderable modifications had to be made 
in the law. 
It is hardly possible to 
regulate the price unless the entire 
supply is controlled. 
There is no use 
in denouncing the traders 
on 
the 
boards; the farmers won't sell if they 
think they can get a better price by 
holding on. 


Whether wheat prices are extortion* 
ate or not will be determined beyond 
peradventure in a few weeks. 
The 
new crop will begin to come forward 
in about a month. It will then appear 
whether prices have been driven \ip 
unreasonably, which is probably the 
case, and if so, the culprits will be pun- 
ished by their losses. 
But the duty 
rests upon all the governing bodies of 
exchanges to watch closely for all ma- 
nipulation of prices, and to suppress 
efforts to drive up the prices of w^heat 
and corn. 


SETTING SOENCE TO CATCH 
U-BOATS. 


CONTROLLING GRAIN MARKETS. 


(Philadelphia Record.) 


Speculation is a very hard thing to 
suppress. If put down in one place it 
breaks out in another. 
The country 
was scandalized at the price of May 
wheat, and the governors of the Chi- 
cago board of trade suppressed the 
option. This has given a great stimu- 
lus to speculation in July and Septem- 
ber wheat. 


But the persons who are. buying 
these options are betting against the 
harvest. They may win, but they may 
also lose. The real and only reliable 
regulator of prices is the amount of 
production.. If there should be a good 
wheat crop the speculators who are 
now buying July and September will 
be heavy losers; if the harvest should 
be poor the speculators would win. 


Several years ago Germany legis- 
lated drastically against option trad- 
ing. 
There was no open market for 
grain 
and 
no 
public 
price. 
The 
shrewdest buyers who went around 
among the farmers made money. Some 
farmers were afraid to sell lest they 
should not get enough, and they held 
on to their grain, reducing the supply: 
Others were imposed on by buyers and 
sold for less than the grain was worth.

Skim Milk Has High 
Food Value and Makes 
Fine Cottage Cheese 


Every cup of skim milk thrown out 
or allowed to go to waste, increases 
the seriousne.ss of the food situation, 
Dr. H. E. Barnard, state food and drug 
commissioner 
says. 
Discussing 
the 
uses of skim milk, he said: 


"Many persons still buy milk 
be- 
cause they want 
cream 
for coffee. 
After they have poured off the top of 
the milk, too often the rest of the bot- 
tle goes to waste. 
Every time a cup 
of thin or skim milk is thrown out the 
food situation becomes more serious. 
Skim milk is a rich food containing 
every ingredient of milk except 
the 
fat. 
It should be used in making pud- 
dings and gravies, 
and 
after these 
needs are supplied every bit of the re- 
mainder should be made into cottage 
cheese. 
The 
dairy 
specialists 
at 
Washington give these directions for 
making skim milk into cheese: 


" 'If the milk is sweet it should be 
l)laced in a pan and allowed to remain 
in a clean warm place at a temperature 
of about 75 degrees until it clabbers. 
The clabbered milk 
should 
have a 
clean .sour flavor. 
Ordinarily this will 
take about forty-eight hours, but when 
it is desired to hasten the process a 
small (juantity of clean-flavored soured 
milk may be mixed with the 
sweet 
milk. 
As soon as the milk has thick- 
ened to the consistency of a thin jelly, 
it should be cut into pieces the size of 
a walnut, after which the curd should 
be stirred thoroughly with a spoon. 


" 'Place the pan of broken curd in 
a kettle of hot water so as to raise the 
temperature to 100 degrees F. 
Cook 
at that temperature for about twenty 
minutes, during which time stir vigor- 
ously with a spoon for one minute at

five minute intervals. 
At the conclu- 
sion of the heating, pour the curd and 
whey into a small cheesecloth bag (a 
clean salt bag will do nicely) and hang 
the bag on a fruit sti-ainer rack 
to 
drain. 
After five or ten minutes work 
the curd toward 
the 
center with a. 
spoon. 
Raising and lowering the endii 
of the bag helps to m a k e the whey 
drain faster. 
To complete the di-ain- 
ing, tie the end of the bag together 
and hang it up. 
Since thei-e is some 
danger that the curd will become too 
dry, draining should stop when 
the 
whey ceases to flow in a steady stream. 
The curd is then emptied f r o m the bag 
and worked with a spoon or 
butter 
paddle until it becomes fine in grain, 
smooth and 
of

consistency of 
mashed potatoes. 
Sour or sweet cream 
may be added also, to increase 
the 
smoothness, palatability 
and 
flavor. 
Then it is salted according to taste, 
about one-quarter ounce to a pound of 
curd.'

Do You Waste Any of 
These When You Cook? 


In the Pictorial Review Ida C. Baiisy 
Allen gives the following methods of 
using many of the things th^t Amer- 
ican housewives are prone to throw 
away. 


Dry Stale Bread 
and 
Crusts—Put 
through medium knife of food-chop- 
per and store in J a r s with perforated 
tops to pi'event rancidity. 
Keep but- 
tered bread or toast separate and use 
soon after preparing. 
Use for fish, 
vegetable and meat scallops; 
gravy, 
.«joup and bisque thickenings; for grid- 
dle-cakes, cake, muffins, biscuits and 
fritters, 
puddings, blanc-mange 
and 
cereals, as well as for all sorts of crum- 
ming purposes. 


Stale Cake—May be used in 
pud- 
dings, fritters, gelatins, 
blanc-mange, 
fruit molds, and in making fresh cake 
and steamed puddings. 


Orange, Grapefruit and Lemon Peel 
—Should be scraped of all membrance 
and used at once for sugared peel, for 
candy, or used in making cakes, pud- 
dings, cookies, and in garnishing svvee' 
dishes. 
If desirable, collect it grad- 
ually, keeping 
it 
in 
slightly 
salted 
water in a cool place for four or five 


days. 
Use fresh in re-enforcing fruit 
beverages, gelatins and sherbets. 


Trimmings 
F r o m 
Salad 
Greens— 
Stew in water or stock, together with 
a little pickle spice, add rice to thicken 
(three tablespoonfuls to a quart 
of 
vegetable stock) and, at the end of the 
cooking, strain

It is interesting o study the attitude 
with which ball players regard the proba- 
bility of going to war. 


Now that conscription has passed and 
the age limits have been fixed. It Is not at 
all improbable that baseball, that Is, base- 
ball as we know it now, will be a dead 
issue next year. 


It may be possible for the major leagues 
and perhaps a few of the greater minor 
leagues to recruit their teams with old 
players from the minors to take the place 
of the youngsters who will be called to the 
colors, but it is not likely that the high- 
class game which is now being seen on the 
big circuits will be possible next year. 


Of 400 ball players in the two major 
leagues about 120 are within age limits 
and unmarried, according to Ban Johnson. 
This means that abou tl20 players would 
have to be recruited from the minors to 
take their places. It might mean the re- 
turn to baseball of many old stars who 
have outlived their usefulness in present 
day baseball. 


But among ball players, especially in the 
American league, where the players are < 
drilling every day, I have found a spirit of 
patriotism which belies the uisual picture 
of a ball player, sordid, money mad, ava- 
ricious. 


It is a fair gamble that a large number 
of the younger players will evade conscrip- 
tion by enlisting as soon as the present 
season Is finished. At the present time 
they are getting military drill which will 
send them to the army trained to the min- 
ute. 


The opinion of two stars may be of in- 
terest: 


"War is a hard thing to contemplate," 
said Frank Baker, "but if the time comes 
when the country needs married men of 
my age I think I can take it philosophic- 
allj". I would try to give Uncle Sam the 
best I have." 


"There is no reason w^hy a fat baseball 
salary should cut any figure if the country 
needs young men," Eddie Collins said re- 
cently. 


An army officer drilling an American 
league club recently declared if the en- 
thusiasm being shown by his recruits' in 
drill was an indication there would be few 
slackers on that ball club at least.

knowledge of the Bible. 


A recent issue of The Youth's Com- 
panion gives the following testimony 
from the great English orator and re- 
form leader, John Bright: 


When John Bright was asked how 
he came to be such a master of the 
art of public speaking, he answered 
that the only help he had ever had in 
that direction he had got by listening 
to his mother read the Bible. 


She was accustomed 
to

the 
Bible aloud to the children, and he 
was so fascinated, he said, by her way 
of reading that he had tried ever since 
to imitate it. 


John Bright became a great states- 
man, who carried out the teachings of 
the Bible in a noble and helpful life. 
Such was the power of his eloquence 
that he brought about great and bene- 
ficent changes in the laws of England. 


His mother's Bible reading during 
the impressionable years of his child- 
hood, influenced his whole 
life;

"Through her fatal illness the old 
woman refused to be removed to the 
hospital, for fear that in her absence 
the flame might be neglected, and her 
wandering son, absent eighteen years, 
would not find it there to greet him 
upon his return. 


"But the son did not come. 
After 
the death of the old mother it was de- 
cided to let the light burn itself out." 
Even so the light of hope had burned 
itself out in the patient, loving, long- 
ing heart of the mother. 


Like unto this is the touching story 
of the long trial and endurance of the 
love of a mother in a West Virginia 
village, whose son went out one even- 
ing, thirty years ago, asking her to 
have supper ready for him when he 
should come back. 


Whether the boy was murdered, or 
ran away to sea, nobody knows. 
He 
never returned. 
His mother, 
grown 
feeble and white-haired, made ready 
for her boy every night through tho.se 
long years, placed his chair at the 
table, and waited. 


"Ho will come some day," she said, 
"and then he will see that I have never 
forgotten him." 


How long this patient persistence of 
faith and love continued or whether 
ever the wandering boy returned, we 
know not. 


Another story, related by The North 
American, shows a mother love almost 
divine, a love that had its sweet re- 
ward at last in the redemption of a 
wretched, ruined son. 
The story fol- 
lows: 


In the old burying ground of a 
town we know Is one narrow mound, 
green at this time of year, and marked 
by the simplest of white stones, on 
which are written deep a certain name 
and these two words: 
'My Mother." 


Every morning the year round one 
fresh flower Is laid on the grave by a 
man well on in years, who, as 
ho 
stoops, bares his head, whg.tever the 
weather. 
Then he goes to his desk in 
the president's office of a big factory 
on the other side of the town. 


As he Bits down to his day's work 
his eyes fall flrst on the picture of an 
old woman, from whose face shines a 
strange mingling of grief and joy, as 
you have seen a glorious sunset light 
up the wreckage of a storm. 


More than, twenty years ago this 
man came bade to his mother In every 
physical way the opposite of what he 
now is. 
Ten years before that miser- 


in the town would 
such a creature 
have been admitted. 
But when 
he 
dragged himself to a chair near the 
light and wliispered he had come home 
to die, she took his hands in hers, and, 
holding back her tears, said to him, 
'You've come liome to live!' 


"A few weeks of her care made him 
over. 
She got him a job in the fac- 
tory, taking him to work each morn- 
ing and going for liim each evening, 
so there'd be help at hand to 
fight 
off the old temptation. 
She lived to 
see him managing the place. 
Then, 
having conquered 
ingratitude, 
want 
and disgrace, very calmly she met the 
unconquerable. 


"And because he whose life had been 
saved and transformed by her love 
wanted to .say the mo.st that could be 
said, there arc carved on the stone at 
the head of her last bed those two 
words, 'My Mother.' "

Vacation IVips to Blame for Much Ty« 
phoid Fever. 


Vacation

many cases of summer t>-pboid fever. 


(Many peopltt 
care- 
fully 
watch 
their 
health 
daring

trying winter months 
and then 
recklessly 
expoiie themselves to 
typhoid 
fever 
in 
country 
and 
resort 
places. 


Germs of typhoid may be conveyed 
by direct contact, by eating food or 
drinking water contaminated by dis- 
charges from a person with the dis- 
ease. 
The fly is a busy little carrier 
of typhoid germs. 


A person cannot be too careful in 
the use of drinking water when on a 
vacation trip. 
The old-fashioned open 
well which is still found in many rural 
districts is especially apt to be polluted 
by drainage from stables or outhouses. 


The typhoid germ 
is 
strong and 
hardy. 
It will live In water for several 
months. 
Almost half of the typhoid 
in this country is water-borne. 


Milk, too. Is likely to become con- 
taminated if it comes from cows housed 
in dirty. Insanitary sheds. 


Typhoid is easily preventable, but 
in spite of this it is able to claim al- 
most 35,000 lives in this country each 
year. 


It has been said that for every death 
from typhoid someone should be hang- 
ed for criminal 
carelessness. 
This 
'hardly seems too strong a statement 
when it is considered that the simplest 
sort of precautions and sanitary meth- 
ods will absolutely prevent the disease. 


Pneumonia a Lung IMsease That T a l m 
Its Toll All Seasons. 


Pneumonia is a disease of all sea- 
sons. 
It is more common in the win- 
ter and spring, but claims its victims 
during every month of the year. 
A 
low state of vitality makes one more 
liable to the disease. 
A person who is 
just getting over some other exhaust- 
ing disease will often take pneumonia. 
If his health has been good he would 
have been able to throw off the dis- 
ease 
without 
trouble. 
Whooping 
cough and measles are two diseases 
that are especially apt to predispose 
to pneumonia among children. 


Other conditions which may allow 
the germs of pneumonia to gain a foot- 
hold 
are 
overcrowding, 
overheated 
rooms in winter, or too heavy bed 
clothing and wearing apparel. 


It should be remembered that pneu- 
monia is an infectious disease. 
In oth- 
er* words it is "catching." 
Keep away 
from the sick bed of a pneumonia pa- 
tient, unless you have business there. 


It is always wise to take preventive 
measures 
against 
pneumonia, after 
long exposure, chilling, or when tired 
out and suffering from headache, fever 
and other early signs of grip or cold. 


The force of such attacks may often 
be broken by a hot foot bath a,nd a 
drink of hot lemonade, allowing the 
body a chance to summon up its re- 
serves. 


Right living will not always head 
off pneumonia. 
The strongest are at- 
tacked. 
But the chances of recovery 
are much better if the patient has al- 
ways lived a hygienic life.

' mobile 
.salesmen. 
It 
is 
especially 
adapted to these stirring times when 
the city chaps are attempting to pro- 
duce^the "stay and staff" as a patriotic 
war 'duty. 


Farming, as farmed by caty farmers, 
bids well to become a new/science. To 
many of the desk bred citizens it ap- 
ipears to be .a Greek scienrce. The agri- 
culturalism of the back yard, wrought 
by war and the terror of tyrants, may 
shave a cleansing eCEect on the bigoted 
Icivilization of our city. It is the shamer 
j(of conceit, the foe of falsity and the 
^exposer of rural ignorance. 


Agriculture is not'the word for which 
the "A" in our city chained alphabet 
of understanding stands. 
When 
the 
back yard is made »up of clay ground 
that word is r a t h e r ' t h e first reminder 
of the truth of the prophetic proverb, 
"He that is s l o w to anger ought to be 
able to whip kaisers." 


A Foreign Science. 


This making of the back yard desert 
blossom with potato blooms requires 
the diligence which makes men stand 
before kings. 
Our spirits are indeed 
willing but the blisters 
come faster 
than the freckles, wrought by the even- 
ing sun. 
At this early stage of culti- 
vating the professioji which we have 
formerly associated with Egypt, Ohio 
and Scipio township, we cannot realize 
the inspiration 
of the 
light-hearted 
ditty entitled, "Oh, a happy man is 
farmer John." 


Most of us folks who were trained 
indoors and for lightening rod agents 
have collected more blisters and lost 
more buttons by our first farming ef- 
forts than there are married men who 
are willing to go to Europe. 
It is the 
time when we realize that an ounce of 
pluck is worth a peck of potatoes. 
Ex- 
perience is a convincing teacher if the 
man next door is a retired gardener 
or keeps chickens. 


The whole process is one of learning, 
line 
upon line 
and blunder 
upon 
blunder. 
Only the food experts, who 
served from thirty to sixty years in 
the blue colors of swainish overalls can 
teach us. It is better to ask those who 
know a foolish question than to make 
a mistake which will show through all 
the summer months. 


Business Men Comic. 


So most of us inquire. 
The folks 
who ask the most comic questions at 
the food relief headquarters are not 
the women or the young, 
fiag-on-the- 
collar patriots. 
It is the staid busi- 
ness man, garbed in a faultless blue 
suit and with just a touch of gray in 
his hair. 


"Do you plant these potatoes three 
in a hill?" is a common query. 


"Do you put these potatoes in the 
cellar until they start sprouting?" is 
another. 


Some more that the men at the food 
relief office hear every day are: 


"Don't you have potatoes which are 
already cut for planting?" 


"How thick do you sow beans?" 
"Is there danger of the treated po- 
tatoes poisoning the ground?" 


Women ask more questions than the 
men, food relief workers say, although 
the queries are generally more rational 
than those expoundied by the business 
leaders of the city. 


"Are the beans disinfected?" 
two 
women have inquired. 


Women talk about the signs of the 
moon and often quote scripture, say 
the potato and bean^dispatching clerks. 


"The Bible says sow in the morning." 
was delivered on Friday. 


"Is the sign for pilanting right?" is 
probably the most common 
question 
heard by those who 
meet the city 
farming public ever^^ day. 


"Where Is^Scab?" 


One ardent union 
workman 
took 
special interest in the big black sign 
which warns 
against 
the 
"potato 
scab." 
He thought it was probably 
an organization which was selling po- 
tatoes In opposition to the city, it is 
related. 


"What places do you call the potato 
scabs?" he Is said to have asked. 


Generally Not, Brother. 


"Would the tin cans fertilize the 
ground if I left them In my back yard ?" 
asked a brawny shopman Friday after- 
noon. The Purdue specialist had never 
learned that the soil was aided by t^e 
chemical decomposition of tin cans, he 
said. 


"Is there any place in town where 
I can get potatoes cheaper?" comes 
now and then, it is claimed. 


Great Jokesters. 


Many of the city agriculturists find 
much Joy in delivering witticisms on 
their new-found calling. 


"I bet you handle a hoe like I would 
hold a bat In the National league," Is 
one. 


"I know something about farming. 
I have been to Woodburn." is another. 


"If my potatoes come up with the 
prices, I will have some crop," Is get- 
^tinff threadbare. 


And In the Garden.

our best citizens ruin their best shoes 
in spading, there comes strange tales 
of the outcome of the 
metropolitan 
effort to make a bushel of potatoes 
grow whei-e the catnip patch thrived 
before. 


Ceres, the ruler of harvests, is prob- 
ably wondering, 
"What will be 
the 
golden reaping?" 


In some of the blue clay soil the 
spade already sinks with difficulty in 
this day when we can remember the 
last shower. 
Experienced farmers will 
not venture to state the results when 
the July sun beats upon the soil which 
has 
adamantine 
properties. 
It 
has 
been suggested that the city furnish 
dynamite for recovering the potatoes 
from such patches next fall. 
Other- 
wise the harvest will be but the whirl- 
wind, it is feared. 


Pulled by a Business Man. 


A well known business man who has 
had no experience whatever in garden- 
ing or farming, called at the office of 
the county agent in the court house 
one day this week for information, just 
like hundreds of others have been do- 
ing «ince the greater food campaign 
was first started. He had planted some 
potatoes and wanted to know about 
when they would be ready to take from 
the ground and if they would have to 
be plowed up. 


But this was no worse than 
the 
young man who was discovered plant- 
ing his potatoes two feet below the 
service of the ground in holes which 
he had very carefully and conscien- 
tiously made with a post auger. 


U.sed Yard Stick. 


One city-raised citizen planted his 
.potatoes with mathematical precision. 
He used a yard stick. 
He placed the 
potatoes a yard apart. 
His method 
was to dig a hole and place the piece 
of potato therein. 
At the other end 
of the yard stick he would dig another 
hole and plant another tuber. 
The 
ground between had not known the 
biting force of steel. 


Which End do They Grow. 


County Agent A. J. Hutchins relates 


the following story with the deepest 
sincerity: 
Shortly after the work of 
promoting home gardens was started 
a young man of perhaps 25 years of 
age sauntered into the office. He ap- 
peared to be a business man. 
He was 
not joking in the least when he In- 
quired: 
"Do potatoes grow on top 
of the ground or in the ground?" 


Afrnid of Sun. 


An industrious sort of a fellow who 
had never paid any attention to crops 
but had heard of sun-burnt corn and 
sun-burnt potatoes thought that 
by 
planting his garden under the shade of 
a large tree in his back yard he would 
not suffer the loss encountered by the 
hot rays of the sun this summer. 


Two Feet Deep. 


A group of fifty or sixty boys were 
li.stening attentively to an address made 
by a man experienced in agricultural 
work. 
He was pointing out a certain 
plat of ground which was to be used 
in planting potatoes. 
He 
remarked 
that this soil would require rather deep 
plowing. 
He stopped for a minute to 
inquire of the boys how deep 
they 
thought the ground should be plowed: 
"Don't you think two feet would be 
about right," was a ready reply from 
one of his listeners.

She replied that they had, but 
that she was of the opinion that he 
had planted them wrong, so she took 
it upon herself to dig t h ^ up and turn 
them end for end."

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TERRACING LAND TO PREVENT EROSION 


Washing Away of Fertile Soil in Sloping Fields and On Hillsides Can Be Stopped or Greatly 
Lessened By Shaping the Land Into Ridges—Systems Described. 


MffWy of fh« farms of the country 
which are being ruined gradually or 
rapidly by the washing away of soil 
from sloping fields and cultivated hill- 
sides may be saved and kept in a cul- 
tivable condition by the use of terraces. 
Terraces 
make 
possible 
either 
the 
holding of the rich, easily eroded sur- 
face soil in place, or else limit its 
movement 
to short 
distances 
from 
which it can be thrown back by plow- 
ing. 
Various systems of such terrac- 
ing are now in use in the United States. 


While terracing has been success- 
fully employed in the United States on 
fields sloping as much as 30 feet to the 
100 feet, and is practiced in Europe 
and Asia on even steeper grades, the 
Department of Agriculture does not rec- 
ommend the use of terraces on slopes 
greater than 20 feet to the 100 feet, 
with a view to making the land avail- 
able for cultivation. 
Hillsides 
with 
slopes greater than 20 feet to the 100 
feet should be seeded for pasture or 
planted to timber. 


The purpose of terracing is so to 
shape the land in fields with a pro- 
nounced slope that rain water, instead 
of draining from top to bottom of the 
incline, wearing gullies and washing the 
fertile top soil entirely from the field, 
will be confined either to nearly level 
zones, or else to strips of sloping land 
havingrelatively small area. The theory 
of terracing is that the water accumu- 
lating in these restricted zones is re- 
strained so that much of it soaks into 
the soil, while the surplus is carried 
away at reduced velocity along the ter- 
races and disposed of where it will do 
ao damage. 


The 
original 
system 
of 
terracing 
which is used almost exclusively in 
Asia, and to a great extent in Europe, 
Is a series of benches separated by al- 
most perpendicular rises. 
Water usu- 
ally is prevented from flowing over the 
edges of the benches by small ridges 
or shoulders. 
Bench terraces are clas- 
sified as sloping or horizontal, accord- 
ing as they have or have not slope be- 
tween rises. 
In both cases the rises 
are abrupt. 
Horizontal bench terraces 
are little used in the United States, but 
sloping bench terraces are common. 
With the'se two types of terraces there 
is much waste land on the face of the 
rises and near the edges and it is im- 
practicable to get heavy farm machin- 
ery from one bench to another. These 
are 
recommendod 
only 
when 
it 
is 
necessary to cultivate slopes approach- 
ing 20 per cent. 


Wherever conditicn.s permit, what is 
known as the broad-base levcl-ridge 
terrace system should be used. 
Under 
this system there is no waste of land 
and no surface movement of 
water 
from the zones, and farm machinery 
may be transferred from terrace to ter- 
race with little difficulty. 
Such ter- 
races may be used to best advantage 
on fields with open, pervious soils and 
with slopes up to 15 per cent. 
When 
carefully designed, 
constructed, 
and 
maintained, however, this system of 
terraces can be used on any soil and 
on slopes somewhat greater than 15 
per cent 


When 
broad-base 
levrf-rfdge 
ter- 
races are constructed, the portion of 
the field between the terraces is left at 
its original slope. 
Ridges with , bases 
at least 10 feet wide and heights of at 
least 1% feet are thrown up at inter- 
vals to stop and hold surface water. 
These ridges run across the face of a 
hill or completely around it at exactly 
the same level. 
They therefore wind 
about on contour lines, turning closer 
into the hill at depressions and farther 
out when shoulders are encountered. 
The ridges, if not carried completely 
around hills, may be broi^ht to an end 


which wff! permit efBdent removal of 
the water. A fall of % foot per 100 feet 
usually is considered the maximum 
safe grade. 
The ridges of Mangum 
terraces may slope at a uniform rate 
or may be variably graded. 
In the 
latter case the grade is increased at in. 
tervals along the terrace to accommo- 
date the continually Increased 
dis- 
charge from the enlarging drainage 
area. 
It is customary, therefore, to 
construct these ridges with practically 
no fall for the first hundred or two 
hnndred feet and gradually to increase 
the fall at Intervals of several hundred

at natural watercourses or at ditches 
constructed along property lines. 
Un- 
der such circumstances a portion of 
the water drains away. 
For the most 
part, however, the water falling on 
each section of the slope is caught and 
held 
by the next lower ridge, 
and 
eventually soaks into the ground. Such 
surface soil as is washed down against 
the ridges can be worked gradually up 
the slopes by proper methods of plow- 
ing. 


Broad-base level-ridge terraces are 
sometimes 
supplemented 
with 
tile 
drainage sj^stems. Such combined sys- 
tems constitute the ideal treatment of 
land subject to erosion. 
The tile usu- 
ally is laid along natural gulleys or 
draws and 
provision made at 
each 
ridge for admitting water. 
Laterals 
may be run behind each ridge; these 
facilitate the removal of water. 


Where the soil of a sloping field is 
relatively 
impervious or 
where 
the 
rainfall is particularly heav^-, a modi- 
fication 
of the broad-base level-ridge 
is used which has a slope along the di- 
rection of the terrace. 
This type is 
known as the Mangum terrace. 
Under 
this system the ridges slope 
gradu- 
ally, and the pxcess water is carried 
from the field along them at a reduced 
velocity. 
Slight 
erosion 
along 
the 
ridges usually occurs with such a ter- 
race systen. and 
the grade 
should, 
therefore, be kept to the 
minimum 


feet 
until 
the 
maximum 
grade 
Is 
reached at the outlet. 
It is essential 
in the Mangum terrace system to have 
some sort of watercourse or ditch to 
carry off the water from the ends of 
the ridges. 


Narrow-base terraces of both 
the 
level and graded types have been tried 
in various sections of the country, but 
have been found for the most part to 
be unsatisfactory. 
Such terraces often 
break 
with slight 
accumulations 
of 
water, and 
at such times 
augment 
rather than lessen erosion down the 
hill-sides. 


A terrace is susceptible to failure un- 
til it has become thoroughly settled. 
To facilitate settling it is best not to 
cultivate a terrace the first year, but 
to sow it to a rover crop. The best re- 
sults are obtained where crop rows are 
run parallel with the terraces. 


Since the primary purpose of ter- 
racing is to hold the soli of the farm in 
place and thereby both maintain ita 
fertility and render possible an 
in- 
crease of fertility by proper farming 
methods, all of the benefits, such as 
greater yields and land values, which 
result from the preservation and in- 
crea-sed fertility of the soil may be at- 
tributed dirctly to the practice of ter- 
racing. 
In short, the terracing of farm 
lands saves the soils, the most substan- 
tial and valuable asset of the country. 


Good Whitewash Recipes 


For inside work the following Is 
recommended: 
Slake 
l i m e ' with 
water and add suffleient skim-milk to 
bring it to the consistency 
of 
thin 
cream. 
To each gallon add one ounce 
of salt and two ounces of brown sugar 
dissolved in water. 
It Is a good plan 
to add a quarter of a pound of calcium 
chloride to every thirty gallons of the 
wash in order to Increase its disinfect- 
ing properties. 


For gates and fences a good white- 
wash recipe is the following: 
Slake 
twenty pounds of ilme with 
boiling 
water until it is of the consistency of 
thin cream. Then stir In three pounds 
of common salt and one-half pound 
of alum. 


The Grovemment whitewash recipe, 
which has given quite general satisfac- 
tion, is more expensive 
than 
these 
two. but gives better results. 
The re- 
cipe follows: 
Slake a half bushel of 
lime with boiling water, keeping it 
covered during the process. 
Strain it 
and add a peck of salt dissolved in 
warm water, three pounds of ground 
rice put in boiling water and boiled to 
a thin paste, one-half pound of pow- 
dered Spanish'whiting, one pound of 
clear glue dissolved in warm water. 
Mix these wen together, and let the 
mixture-stand .for several days. 
Keep 
the wash thus made in a kettle or a 
portable heater, and' when used put it 
on as hot as possible with a paint 
brush or whitewash brush.

UVE STOCK NECESSARY IN AGNCDLTDRE 


There Are a Great Many Reasons Why Animal Husbandry Is Essential in All Sound Systems of 
Fanning—Seven of the Most Important Reasons Are Here Given, 


Seven reasons why the keeping of 


live stòck is essential to sound agricul- 
ture are described by Georige M." Rom- 
mel. as follows: 


(1) 
The maintenance of soil fer- 
tility. (2) the utilization of raw mate- 
rial, <3) t^e need of motive power on 
the farm. (4) cash Income, (5) the 
added attr^tiveness 
of a farm on 
which there Is live stock, (6) 4he train- 
ing in business sense obtained by keep- 
ing animals, (7) and better and more 
economical living for the farm family. 


To maintain soil fertility, says Mr. 
Rommel, humus is necessary. 
This 
can be obtained from two sources— 
green crops plowed under, or bam- 
j-ard manure. 
When green crops are 
plowed under, however, there is no dl- 


Whlle In cltlea and factories, me- 
chanical power Is coming into more 
and more general ose. on the farms of 
the country the horse and the tnule 
are still the chief reliance. The proper 
breeding, maintenance, and employ- 
ment of these animal engines'Is a prob- 
lem of the greatest importance to the 
farmer. 


As a source of cash Income, the 
keeping of live stock In many sections 
is what is known as a specialty busi- 
ness. 
In dairy districts it is the main 
activity, and every phase of farm man- 
agement is determined by its interests. 
Where the principal purpose of live 
stock feeding, however, is to maintain 
soil fertility, farms which rely on live 
stock for the hiain source of their in-

Experiments 
being 
conducted 
on 
the Washington 
State college 
farm 
with a pea ration for pigs shows that 
the hogs are fattening more quickly 
than on other standard rations. 
Fifty 
hogs are being used in the experiment 
being conducted by Benton M. Bangs, 
whose work in supervising the experi- 
ment will entitle him to master's de- 
gree in agriculture. 


The animals are divided into four 
lots, and are being fed as follows: Lot 
1, barley 60 per cent, shorts 30 per 
cent and oil meal 10 per cent. Lot 2, 
peas 60 per cent, shorts 30 per cent, 
tankage 10 per cent. 
Lot 3. peas, 60 
per cent, shorts 30 per cent, oil meal 
10 per cent. 
Lot 4, barley 
60 
per 
cent, shorts 30 per cent, tankage 10 
per cent. 


Lot 2. handfed, is showing the best 
results, with lot 3 second, both being 
a major ration of cleanings or cracked 
peas. 
The hogs are being 
weighed 
every 
week, 
the 
experiment 
being 
conducted 
over a 
period 
of 
eight 
weeks, being now in the last week. 


HOUSE PLANTS. 


Blooming plants ought to be re- 
potted each year; 
ferns and 
palms 
every three years, as a rule. 
The pot 
must not be too large for the plant if 
you wish it to bloom heavily. 
Crowd- 
ing the roots slightly increases the top 
growth, flowers and foliage. 
This is 
called "forcing" a plant. 
It has a 
tendency to weaken the plant as a 
whole, and should not be permitted 
for any length of time. 
Keep the pot 
full of roots, but not so full that they 
show at the top or push through the 
hole at the 
bottom. 
Yellow 
leaves 
mean too much water; brown leaves 
mean drouth.

rect revenue from thenu 
By feeding 
these crops to live stock, 
valuable 
products that can be exchanged for 
cash are obtained. 
At the same time 
the manure produced by the animals 
retains a very large percentage of the 
fertilising value of the feed. 
For this 
reason it is more economical to feed 
than to plow under without feeding, 
and the most practical source of humus 
is stable manure. 


The farmer with live stock is from 
one point of view a manufacturer. He 
takes 
lean, 
unfinished animals 
and 
grrain or forage as his raw materials 
and by combining them produces beef, 
mutton, pork, and dairy products. Like 
all manufacturing, this process must 
be conducted with skill and 
intelli- 
gence if it is to pay. but if the farmer 
possesses these qualities he derives a 
larger 
profit than 
he could 
obtain 
through the sale of crops and animals 
in the raw state. 
Furthermore there 
are many products on the farm which 
bring little or nothing on the market. 
They can, however, by skillful manage- 
ment be made to assist in the produc- 
tion 
of 
meat. 
The 
thrifty 
farmer 
makes use in this way of all roughage 
on his farm that would otherwise be 
unsalable. 
The cornstalks go into the 
silo or into the shock as cut fodder. 
The straw and coarse hay are utilized 
to the last unit of energy value. 
Land 
that cannot produce marketable crops 
Is made to yield a certain amount of 
sustenance for hogs and sheep. 


come will tend to become breeding cen- 
ters for purebred animals to be dis- 
tributed 
through 
the 
surrounding 
country for breeding purposes on those 
farms on which only a limited amount 
of live stock is kept. 
The production 
of purebred animals is a highlj' spe- 
cialized business, and only the most 
skilled animal husbandmen can make 
a success of it. 


The fifth function which Mr. Rom- 
mel ascribes to live stock on the farm 
is not so directly connected with prob- 
lems of income but it is nevertheless of 
vital 
importance. 
Experience 
has 
shown that nothing tends more strong- 
ly to create and maintain an interest 
in farm life among boys and girls than 
the care of animals. 
It is essential to 
the continued prosperity of this coun- 
try that young people should be en- 
couraged to make farming their voca- 
tion in life. 
Those who have devoted 
themselves to this work have found 
that among their most effective aids 
are the poultry, calf, and pig clubs. 


To the grown farmer the keeping of 
live stock is indirectly of value because 
its successful production requires the 
adoption of systematic, 
businesslike, 
and sanitary methods. 
No kind of 
farming, says the author, calls for 
more business sense than 
live-stock 
farming. 


That the neglect of live stock re- 
sults in increasing the cost of living on 
the farm and in lowering the standard 
of that living is a fact well known to 


all agricultural authorities. 
For t r - 
ample. the annual meat bill of fanners 
for some States is enormous. The méat 
purchases are made largely on credit, 
and the proceeds of the year's crop ar« 
mostly consumed In meeting debts in- 
curred 
during 
its production. 
This 
praètlcis Is obviously antagohtotie to 
thrift and pk oper prosperity. The pro- 
ducUon of home-grown food does not 
Involve in the least the limitation of 
the crop output of the farm. 
It sim- 
ply requires planning and a little more 
careful management. 
A cow or two 
to furnish the family with milk, butter, 
and cheese, and a flock of chickens to 
furnish poultry and eggs, will do much 
to make farm fare more healthful and 
cheaper. 


In addition to the above advantages 
of keeping live stock are the facts that 
live stock on the farm provide a home 
market and a means of utilization of 
farm roughage, some of which might 
be wasted if not fed. and the use of 
pastures which could not be employed 
profitably in any other way. Live stock 
also afford a ready home market for 
certain other crops, which at times 
would have to be hauled considerable 
distances to be sold. EMnally, the pres- 
ence of live stock on the farm gives 
productive employment throughout the 
year to labor which at certain seasons 
might otherwise be idle. 
Live stock 
also gives some interest on capital in- 
vested on equipment which would pro- 
duce nothing if not utilized at all sea- 
sons. 
The fertUiaing value of manure 
also must be considered. 
When these 
factors are taken into consideration, 
even though there appears to be little 
or no profit as shown by cost figures 
it is believed that in most instances the 
farm income is greater because of cat- 
tle having been kept on the farm. The 
keeping of live stock, therefore, is to 
.be reeonunended on farms having large 
quantities of cheap roughage available 
or having land which can be best uti- 
lised as pasture. 


THE COCOANVTS 
THREE 
EYES. 


Who can tell why the cocoanut has 
three eyes? 
Luther Burbank explains 
it this way: 


Cocoanuts generally grow at 
the 
edge of the sea or rivers. 
The nuts 
are surrounded with a thick husk with 
a waterproof covering so that when 
they drop into the water they will 
float. 
In floating, the three eyes are 
always on top. 


Once in the water Nature gets busy, 
^ o m one of the eyes there comes a 
shoot which develops broad leaves like 
sails. 
The wind catches the sails and 
wafts the cocoanut on a journey some- 
times many miles long. As it sails, the 
other two ejres develop roots, which at 
first grow among the fibres of 
the 
woody husk. 


In good season, 
the cocoanut Is 
swept upon another shore, perhaps on 
another 
island. 
The 
roots 
imbed 
themselves in the soft earth, the sail 
becomes the trunk, and a 
cocoanut 
palm is growing where none grew be- 
fore.—Philadelphia

WATER IN THE FARM BUILDINGS 


By J. L. MOWRY. 


Value of Nots as Food 


Pïiaciplc and Method of Installing a Hydraulic Ram. 


If ihe'^ is a prond spring or creek, 
:nfe and clean, on the farm, or a flow- 
irii: u ell below which a little slope may 
I (• round, together-With an over-supply 
uater from tiM well, it is not a hard 
matter to poi !• aa equipment for run- 
ning water for the house, barns and 
ather farm buildings by the use of a 
Hydraulic rani. 


In Installing 
a farm-house 
water 
»npply, any hand pump of force type 
may be used. 
Since so much 
more 
water is used through a faucet than 
from a pail, having to pump by hand, 
usually puts the veto on a house sys- 
tem depending on hand pumping. 
A 
gas engine or windmill will also work 
in any system, pumping air or water, 
or both. 
. ,But in the case of spring, creek or 
over-flow well water, a hydraulic ram 
Is well worth consideration. 
A ram 
will cost from eleven to twenty-four 


dollars. 
Pipe and supply tanks are the 
large items of expense. 


From the spring, or whatever the 
water source, (shown in the accom- 
panying illustration, at G), the water 
flows down a drive pipe. (A), flowing 
out of the valve (F) until the friction 
of the passing water closes this valve; 
then the on-coming column of water, 
(A), 
pushing into the 
air-chamber, 
(C), compresses the air, passes out the 
service pipe, (D). until the force of 
the water 
(A) 
is balanced 
by 
the 
weight of water 
(D). 
The opening 
(E), will now close of its own weight. 
The valve (F) likewise, will open and 
the water will again start to flow, and 
the process is repeated. 
This gives an 
irregular flow, but is very reliable and 
not expensive. 
A five-foot head will 
raise water 40 feet, provided the pipe 
(A) is 30 or 40 feet long. 
Only about 
one-seventh of the available water can 
be raised, but the ram will work night 
and day.

FINF FOR POULTRY. 


An apple orchard makes a splendid 
run for poultry. 
It furnishes shade 
and protection, and the fowls can al- 
irays find green food and insects among 
the trees. 
The poultry is also a great 
benefit' to the orchard, because of their 
destroying the insects, most of which 
»re iiarmful to the fruit.

says that nuts do not agree with him. 


I like nuts because they contain so 
much protein, the part of a food that 
builds up muscle, the tissue that goes 
to make good flesh and blood; good, 
strong 
internal 
organs. 
Then, 
too. 
nuts 
furnish 
materials 
that 
make 
work easy and the fat that produces 
energy. 


When nuts are properly eaten it is 
hardly 
likely 
that 
people will 
call 
them hard of digestion. 
Of course, if 
we eat a hearty meal of meat, fish and 
pastry, we will not 
be 
disposed 
to 
think very highly of nuts as a 
finish- 
ing course. 
The stomach Is then full, 
and i surmise few of us chew our food 
quite so perfectly toward the last of 
the meal. 
If indigestion follows, it Is 
hardly right to lay the blame to nuts. 
—Prof. C. W. Burkitt, in American 
Nut Journal.

ROTATION. 


It is just as important to rotate gar- 
den crops as field crops, and it is cer- 
tainly a great mistake' to plant the 
same crop on the same ground thri\e 
or four seasons in succession. 


There is nothing better 'for cut- 
worms than the regular poison bran 
mash—two pounds bran, one ounce 
paris green, two ounces sugar. 
Dis- 
solve in water with a tablespoonful 
of salt. 'Place a heaping spoonful of 
this about each plant. 
Be sure to get 
the mash sloppy, as it will injure the 
plants If it packs. 


Treat When Calves Are Yonng. 


Young calves can be painlessly de- 
horned if the treatment is applied be- 
fore they are one week old. 
Any one 
can do It if they follow directions: 


Procure from a druggist a stick of 
caustic soda or caustic potash—it usu- 
ally comes in sticks five inches long 
and the size of a lead pencil.

About this time a large com- 
mercial house, of Boston, was looking 
for a man to take charge of the grow- 
ing end of a large number of acres of 
strawberries. 
I was recommended by 
some of my neighbors as a man up-to- 
date in berrs' growing. 
I accepted the 
position, having

as 
much as 300 acres of berries at one 
time. 
After five years I resigned this 
position and went Into the growing of 
plants for sale on my own account. 
Our present business now speaks for 
Itself.—E. W. Townsend.

No request to be allowed' to resign, made by officers 
in high command with a desire to escape responsibility nt a time so 
grave, will be accepted by me. Deserters arc enjoined to return to 
the army and fleet by May 28. All infractions of this order will be 
severely punished."

ed to the front. 
M. Milukoff, 


former foreign minister, has re- 
fused to accept the ministry of 
education because his presence in 
the cabinet would involve a re- 
sponsibility for the projected for- 
eign policy of the administration.

A Sentimental Value. 


So far as Is known, that was the 


first official mention of putting Ameri- 
can troops in Belgium and tho senti- 
mental value of sending troops bear- 
Ing the American Hag to the violated 
soil of the little country In whose be- 
half all humanity has been aroused, 
has quickly been recognized. 


Those who favor it point out that 


since the United States entered tho 
war to defend humanity against Ger- 
man aggression. Its troops could bo 
no better employed than In behalf of 
the most outraged of all humanity. 


Of course American troops .vould 


bo used otherwise, too, but In taking 
a place In the Belgian line they would 
release British and possibly French 
troops for other polnw. 
While thla 


remains as a. very strong probability, 
absolutely no information will be giv- 
en out as to the destination of tho 
American troops or tho use to which 
they will be put. Neither will any In- 
formation giving a clue to their time 
of departure bo glv^n out for military 
reasons. 
Neither will nny Informa- 


tion as to th«s date or places of <le 
pnrturo of Gon. Pershlnf; and his staff, 
who will precede tho troops to Eu- 
rope. Destinations also will bo with- 
held until troops 
have been safely 


landed. 


Hun-ring the Expedition. 


Preparations for sending of the flrr.! 


expedition of regulars moved forward 
swiftly today, but entirely without 
publicity, except as to the participa- 
tion of tho marines, a full regiment of 
which was ordered abroad with tho 
regulars to make good tho "first to 
fight" slogan of the corps. 


It can bo snid authoritatively, how- 


ever, that the government proposed to 
give the troops every possible advan- 
tage of training and equipment to fit 
them for their task. All military nd- 
vlscrs have agreed that additional 
training within sound of the guns nt 
the front must be given to forces taken 
to tho battlefields In Franco before 
they took their places In the lines. 


The regulars of tho expeditionary 


force aro certain to have that train- 
ing. 
In placing new divisions in tho 


lino of battle Great Britain has fol- 
lowed the practice of accustoming the 
men gradually to the work before 
them. The first hundred thousand of 
the Kitchener ariny was put In with 
each battalion flanked by veteran Brit- 
ish or French troops until It found it- 
self. 


Presumably General Pershlng will 


select. In conference with. French and 
British officials when he reaches the 
scene of action, the location for the 
American training camps and the 
part of the line to which American 
troops will later be assigned will also 
be determined before. The first ex- 
pedition probably also will pave the 
way for the armies that are to follow 
It as soon as they are ready. 


Recruiting Stimulated. 


The machinery to build those armies 


was in full motion today. 
Early re- 


ports indicated a tremendous stimu- 
lation of recruiting, both for the 
ular army and the national guard as 


result of the announcement last 


night, and 
the publication of the 


president's proclamation, fixing Juno 
5 as registration day for the selective 
draft army. 
Mail trains leaving Washington lasi 


night, were laden as never before with 
registration cards, enrollment bla.nks 
and all the data necessary to register 
ten million men for the new armies 
The shipment went to state and munic- 
ipal officials in the far west and other 
most remote parts of the country. A 
steady flow of blanks for nearer 
states -will follow, and in six days 
every section of the country will be 
fully supplied, giving state officials 
week to study their task before June 
5. 
To Send 25,000 Men.

Machinery for enrolling and .sifting 


10,000,000 men ami paving the way for 
the (selection of the first 500,000 men 
under the new war army law based on 
the president's proclamation, was net 
In motion by the war department to- 


i day. 


The proclamation calls upon all men 


between the ages of 21 and 30, inclu- 
sive, to register for military service 
June 5. 


The drafted array will not be called 


to the colors until about September 1, 
but by that time the regular troops ar« 
expected to be in action against the 
Germans. 


No Ceremony About It. 


The orders for the sending of reg- 


ular troops to France, the statement 
regarding Colonel Roosevelt and the 
proclamation were issued by the presi- 
dent last night immediately after he 
had approved the war army bill. Con- 
trary to custom, there were no cere- 
monies attending the signing of the 
bill. The president affixed his signa- 
ture in the presence of only members 
of the executive staff of the white 
house proper and then sent it over to 
the executive offices. From there the 
document went to the war department, 
where the proclamation was issued. 


General P^rshing and his staff will 


go to Europe ahead of his troops at as 
early a date as practical. He has been 
here for some days in conference with 
war department officials and British 
military officers. 


Pcrshing Relieved of Command. 
General Pershing today automati- 


cally was relieved of his command 
of the southern department by the 
president's orders designating him to 
command the troops to be sent to Eu- 
rope. He is a veteran of the Spanish- 
American war and led the American 
troops in the expedition into Mexico 
last fall in pursuit of Villa and his 
band of outlaws. 


President Wilson expressed regret 
that he could not employ volunteers 
nor avail himself of the "fine vigor 
and enthusiasm" of volunteers for the 
expedition. "To do so." he explained, 
"would seriously interfere with the 
carrying out of the chief and most 
immediately important purpose con- 
templated 
by the 
legislation, the 


prompt creation and early use of an 
army and would contribute practically 
nothing to the effective strength of 
the armies now engaged against Ger- 
many." 


Officials declined today to comment 


on the possibility that a way would be 
found for using Colonel Roosevelt's 
service. There was talk to this effect 
in army circles.

He says that 
it would be very agreeable to him to pay Col- 
onel Eoosevelt the compliment that accept- 
ance of such a service would imply and ad- 
isnits that politically his appearance at the 
Shead of American troops would have a "very 
j&ie effect and make a profound impression," 
:lrat that this "is not the time or occasion for 
compliment or for any action that is not cal- 
culated to contribute to the immediate suc- 
icess of the war."

President Wilson makes it plain that ex- 


pert advice both in army circles here and in 
the countries with whieh \ve fijrht has been

military embarrassments. Fighting 


.Germany is not a holiday job that can excuse 
any failure to avoid all cscapablc embarrass- 
ments and the president 
affirms 
soundly 


enough that he means to make no mistakes 
that he can escape and that he will be guided 
in all that he docs by the advice of men in 
this country and in Europe who know the 
game of war as it is played today. 


No doubt the president will be criticized 


and abused for declining at this time to avail 
himself of the Roosevelt proposal. It will be 
Charged that his motives arc personal, that his 
animus is political, that he jealously fears the 
development of a great military hero in the, 
person of Colonel Roosevolt and that he is 
meanly seizing occasion to ''get even" with 
the severest of his critics. All this will be 
tommyrot when it finds voice, as it will. Presi- 
dent Wilson is the one man above all others 
to whom America must look for successful 
conduct of the war. He is not a military man. 
He must be guided in matters purely military 
by the counsel of military men of the highest 
.training. The advice he has had from the 
jexperts is that at this time the Roosevelt ex- 
pedition would be a mistake. That should 
pettle that matter. 


It may and doubtless it will be that later 


in the war Colonel Roosevelt's services in the 
field can be prudently accepted and if that 
time comes the president will not be slow to 
taake use of him. 


impressive token to Germany that this great 
nation is entering against her. But to send 
any save seasoned and efficient troops abroad 
would be to invite consequences likely to have 
a bad effect in Europe and to work for evil 
against our own national morale at the very 
outset of the war. 


We shall at length have plenty of soldiers 


in Europe. The regular establishment is com- 
ing rapidly to war strength. The guards of 
all the states have been ordered to mobilize 
and to recruit to war strength. These two 
branches of the service will themselves con- 
stitute a great army. At once the work of 
creating an army of half a million under the 
new conscription bill will be taken up. With- 
in a year we shall have a million men in Eu- 
rope. It is the plainly disclosed purpose of 
the government to escape folly in this war and 
good hostage for that is seized at the outset 
by choosing for the first service on the firing 
lines troops that can take to the front the 
stamnia and. efficiency which only come from 
long seasoning in duty. 


General Pershing probably is the best man 


in the entire army to command this first ex- 
pedition. His whole career has been a stead- 
fast development of the highest of soldierly 
qualities. He is a hard-hitting fighting-man 
who has proved his stuff in the fire. If the 
greater body of his division is to be made up 
of the regiments he led into Mexico a year 
ago in pursuit of Villa, Americans will have 
occasion to be proud of their first offering up- 
on the European field. When Pershing came 
out of Mexico a few weeks ago it was at the 
head of a division of as hardy and capable 
fighting men as can be found on the planet. 
Those veterans of the gruelling Mexican ex- 
pedition with a few other picked regiments 
will prove anything but an encumbrance to 
the armies of France. They may have some- 
thing to learn of the ways of warfare as the 
great conflict of Europe have made them, but 
American soldiers are no dullards at learning 
where fighting is the game. 


TROOPS TO PRANCE. 


The first move for other than financial par- 


ticipation by this country in the war has been 
made by President Wilson. 
Troops are or- 


dered to France. A division of regulars will 
be sent and" Major General John J. Pershing 
yill command the expedition.

Tho working of that law was ro- 


vcaleil to me early In tho great war In' 
two lessons. 


It was during tho soul-breaking ro- 


trcat of August, 1914, after tho engage- 
ment at Dlnant, I dropped Into a vll- 
lago Inn on tho Paris-Brussels road. 
It was a raw, rainy night. One room 
of the Inn served as office, lounge and 
bar.

pleted the architectural aggregate of 
tho Inn—was a 
great, straw-strewn 


hall. 


Outside, tho retreating French army 


rumbled past 
In boulevard 
motor 


'busses. 
Sullen, distant gun bursts 


challenged nature's thunder. The rain 
pelted tho roof. 


Tho Inn absorbed blue-and-red sol- 


diers a sit It were built of blotting- 
paper. Tho office lounge-bar sopped 
privates. Raindrops, In the flickering 
lamplight, turned to glistening sap- 
phires on the fusty blue coats. 


Officers also filtered Into this back- 


water of war; the murk of the scene 
was lightened by tho tunic of a tall, 
azure dragoon, with sparkling helmet 
and dripping horse-hair panache. And 
all, from general to private, mingled 
In what, from the professional point of 
view, we call easy familiarity. 


I wondered at the scene—a minia- 


ture among battle pictures—but min- 
gled with wonder .was apprehension 
at the apparent absence of discipline 
in the French army. All preconceived 
maxims caste faded when I passed to 
the

It was unconscious Idealism. No con- 
ventions of service knit those French- 
men into the artificial fabric of an 
army that apparently Ignored rank 
Without imperiling discipline. Grooved 
into the minds of every officer and 
private sleeping In that room were tha 
words, "We all fight for France." 


The second lesson In tho working of 


the Law of Conscription In France Is 
told in the story of the French pri- 
vate soldier who had an Idea. It had 
to do with an improvement In aerial 
bombs. The private toojj; the idea to 
his officer. 


"We will try him, mon vleux." 
Is there another 
army where an 


officer dare call a private "Old Boy?" 


Together they worked with the en- 


thusiasm of 
artists.

A moment of suspense, then 
a blast that shook tho granite hills of 
tho Vosgcs. settled the question of tho 
merit of tho two bombs.

soldier. Another truth then breaks In 
upon you: Out of solidarity of oerv- 
Ice France has found her eoul. 


CONTROLLING GRAIN MARKETS. 


(Philadelphia Record.) 


Speculation Is a very hard thing to 


suppress. If put down In one place It 
breaks out In another. 
Tho country 


was scandalized at the price of May 
wheat, and the governors of the Chi- 
cago board of trade suppressed the 
option. This has given a great stimu- 
lus to speculation in July and Septem- 
ber wheat. 


But the persons who are buying 


these options are betting against the 
harvest. They may win. but they may 
also lose. The real and only reliable 
regulator of prices is the amount of 
production. If there should be a good 
wheat crop the speculators who are 
now buying July and September will 
be heavy losers; If the harvest should 
be poor the speculators would win. 


Several years ago Germany legis- 


lated drastically against option trad- 
Ing. 
There was no open market for 


grain 
and 
no 
public price. 
The 


shrewdest buyers who went around 
among the farmers made money. Some 
farmers were afraid to sell lest they 
should not get enough, and they held 
on to their grain, reducing the supply. 
Others were imposed on by buyers and 
sold for less than the grain was worth. 


After experience for several yean, con- 
siderable modifications had to be mad* 
In th« law. 
It 1* hardly possible to 


regulate the price /unless the entire 
supply Is controlled. There la no us* 
in denouncing the traders on the 
boards; the farmers'won't sell If they 
think they can get a better price by 
holding on. 


Whether wheat prices are extortion- 


ate or not will be determined beyond 
peradventuro In a few weeks. 
Tht 


new crop will begin to come forward 
In about a. month. It will then appear 
whether prices have been driven up 
unreasonably, which Is probably the 
case, and if so, the culprits will be pun- 
ished by their losses. But the duty 
rests upon all the governing bodies of 
exchanges to watch closely for all ma- 
nipulation of prices, and to suppress 
efforts to drive up the prices of wheat 
and corn.

There are chemical tests to deter- 


mine the exact composition of steels: 
there are physical testa to prove what 
certain steels will do under varying 
conditions. 
In various parts of the 


laboratory are machines of peculiar 
design which provide a multitude of 
sensations for the material under in- 
vestigation. 
If it stands the-wrench- 


ing, stretching, pounding and twisting 
in creditable manner, it receives the 
stamp of approval and enters into the 
company of select materials for tha 
FOrd cars.

testing bearing metals, A piece of the 
metal ia wachlned to the proper shape 
and placed on a revolving axle. 
By 


an arrangement of arms a.nd levers, 
the axle is run at various spe_ods for 
prescribed periods, and the weight Im- 
posed on the bearing meuu IB iuc.-c.^a 
or decreased at will. The axle is cooled 
internally by water to prevent heating.

A proclamation by the president of 


thfe United States. 


"•Whereas. Congre** has enacted and 


the priftldent has on the 18th day of 
May one thousand mne hundred and 
seventeen, approvsd a law which con- 
tains 'the fojlowlng provisions: 


See. B. That all male persons be- 


tween thft ages ot 21 and 30. both in- 
clusive, shall be subject to registration 
In accordance with regulations to bo 
prescribed by the president, and upon 
proclamation by the president or other 
public notice given by him or by. his 
direction stating the tlmo and place of 
«uch registration. It shall be the duty 
ot all persons of. the designated ages, 
except officers and enlisted men of tho 
f««ul*r army and navy, and the na- 
tional iruard and naval mllltla while in 
the service of the United States, to 
present themselves for and submit to 
registration under tho provMons of 
this act, and every such person shall 
bo deemed to have notice of tho re- 
quirements of this act upon tho publi- 
cation of said proclamation or other 
notice as aforesaid given by the pres-

Butler, Han- 
over, State Normal and Rose Polytech- 
nic. The contest will be a spirited one. 


The winner of the discussion fray 


will receive $50. The man or woman 
who is rated second will get $25. 


The awards are put up by Samuel 


M. Foster. Mr. Foster has been one 
of the most persistent workers for a 
new constitution. The college contest, 
lor which he Is directly responsible, 
has been conducted for four years. A 
like affair is held at Bloomington each 
year for high school contestants.

Thinks If His Offer Had 


Been Accepted Troops 


Could Sail Now.

19.—Theodore 


Roosevelt today expressed his pleas- 
ure that Major General Pershing was 
to command the first American troops 
which will go to France, "At this mo- 
ment I have nothing to say," the col- 
onel replied when questioned about 
President Wilson's decision not to send 
volunteers to Europe for the present, 
"except that if the administration had 
deemed it wise to grant the request I 
made about raising a division three 
and one-half months ago, the division 
would have been 'ready to sail this 
coming Monday. After sixty days' in- 
tensive training in France It would 
not have been distinguishable from 
the regulars and it would have taken 
away from training of troops at home 
only, one-twelfth of the number of 
regular officers that will be taken In 
the division of regulars sent abroad. 


"Let me say, however, how pleased 


I am that Gen. Pershing, with a divi- 
sion, is going over. 
I am delighted 


that we are soon to have men In the 
fighting line and. like every other 
good citizen, I am 
delighted to do 


everything I can to help the recruit- 
ing, and I appeal to every one to help 
tho liberty loan."

Issue next year. 


It may be possible tor the major leagues 


and perhaps a few of the greater minor 
leagues to recruit their teams with old 
players from the minors to take the place 
of the youngsters who will be called to the 
colors, but It Is not likely that the high- 
class game which Is now being seen on the 
big circuits will be possible next year. 


Of 400 ball players in the two 
major 


leagues about 120 are within age limits 
and unmarried, according to Ban Johnson. 
This means that abou t!20 players would 
have to be recruited from the minors to 
take their places. It might mean the re- 
turn to baseball of many old stara who 
have outlived their usefulness in present 
day baseball. 


But among ball players, especially In the 


American league, where the players are 
drilling oven' day. I have found a spirit of 
patriotism which belies the usual picture 
of a. ball player, sordid, money mad, ava- 
ricious. 


It Is a fair gamble that a large number 


of the younger players will evade- conscrip- 
tion by enlisting as soon as the present 
season Is finished. At tho present time 
they are getting military drill which will 
send them to the army trained to the min- 
ute.

He 
never returned. 
His mother, grown 


feeble and white-haired, made ready 
for her boy every night through those 
long years, placed his chair at the 
table, and waited. 


"He will come some day," she said, 


"and then he will see that I have never 
forgotten him." 


How long this patient persistence of 


faith and love continued or whether 
ever the wandering boy returned, we 
know not. 


Another story, related by The North 


American, shows a mother love almost 
divine, a love that had its sweet re- 
ward at last In the redemption of a 
wretched, ruined son. The story fol- 
lows: 


"In the old burying ground of a 


town we know is one narrow mound, 
green at this time of year, and marked 
by the simplest of white stones, on 
which are written deep a certain name 
and these two words: 'My Mother.' 


"Every morning the year round one 


fresh flower is laid on the grave by a 
man well on in years, who, as he 
stoo;.s, bares his head, whatever the 
weather.

A person cannot be too careful In 


the use of drinking water when on a 
•vacation trip. The old-fashioned open 
well which is still found In many rural • 
districts is especially apt to be polluted 
by drainage from stables or outhouses. 


The typhoid germ Is strong and 


hardy. It will live In water for several 
months. Almost half of the typhoid 
In this country is water-borne. 


Milk, too, is likely to become con- 


taminated if it comes from cow* housed 
In dirty. Insanitary sheds. 
Typhoid is easily preventable, but 


in spite of this It is able to claim al- 
most 35,000 lives in this •country each 
year. 
It has been said that for every death 


from typhoid someone should lie hang- 
ed for criminal carelessness. 
This 


hardly seems too strong a statement 
when it IB considered "that the simplest 
sort of precautions and sanitary meth- 
ods will absolutely prevent the diseaae. 


Pneumonia a Lung Disease That Take* 


Its Toll All Seasons. 


Pneumonia is a disease of all sea- 


sons. It Is more common In the win- 
ter and spring, but claims Its victims 
during every month of the year. A 
low state of vitality makes one more 
liable to the disease. A person who is 
just getting over some other exhaust- 
ing disease will often take pneumonia. 
If his health has been good he would 
have been able to throw off the dis- 
ease 
without 
trouble. 
Whooping 


cough and measles are two diseases 
that are especially apt to predispose 
to pneumonia among children. 


Other conditions which may allow 


the germs of pneumonia to gain a foot- 
hold are overcrowding, overheated 
rooms In winter, or too heavy bed 
clothing and wearing apparel. 


It should be remembered that pneu- 


monia Is an Infectious disease. In oth- 
er words it is "catching." Keep away 
from the sick bed of a pneumonia pa- 
tient, unless you have business there. 
It is always wise to take preventive 


measures against pneumonia, after 
long exposure, chilling, or when tired 
out and suffering from headache, fever 
and other early signs of grip or cold. 


The force of such attacks may often 


be broken by a hot foot bath and • 
drink of hot. lemonade, allowing the 
body a chance to summon up It* re- 
serves. 


Right living will not always head 


off pneumonia. Tho strongest are at- 
tacked. But the chances of recovery 
are much better If the patient has al- 
ways lived a hygienic life.

The agri- 
ulturalism of the back yard, wrought 
by war and the terror of tyrants, may 
have a cleansing effect on the bigoted 
Ivlliiation of our city. It Is the shamer 
if conceit, the foe of falsity and the 
ixposer of rural ignorance. 
Agriculture Is not the word for which 
he "A" In our city chained alphabet 
if understanding stands. When the 
back yard is made up of clay ground 
hat word is rather the first reminder 
if the truth of the prophetic proverb, 
•He that Is slow to anger ought to be 
able to whip .kaisers." 


A Foreign Science. 


This making of the back yard desert 


blossom with potato blooms requires 
he diligence which makes men stand 
lefore kings. Our spirit* are Indeed 
willing but tho blisters come faster 
ban tho freckles, wrought by the ov«n- 
ng sun. At this early stage of culti- 
vating the profession which we have 
formerly associated with Egypt. Ohio 
and Sclplo township, we cannot realize 
the Inspiration of tho light-hearted 
ditty entitled. "Oh. a. happy man Is 
farmer John." 
' 


Most of us folks who were trained 


ndoors and for lightening rod agents 
have collected more blisters and lost 
more buttons by our first farming ef- 
forts than there are married men who 
ttro willing to go to Europe. It is the 
time when wo realize that an ounce of 
pluck Is worth a peck of potatoes. Ex- 
perience Is a convincing teacher If the 
man next door is a retired gardener 
or keeps chickens. 


The whole process is one of learning, 


line upon line 
and blunder upon 


blunder. Only tho food experts, who 
served from thirty to sixty years in 
the blue colors of swalnlsh overalls can 
teach us. It la better to ask those who 
know a foolish question than to make 
a mistake which will show through all 
tho summer m'onths. 
Business Men Comic. 


So most of us inquire. The folks 


who ask the most comic questions at 
tho food relief headquarters are not 
the women or tho young, flag-on-the- 
collar patriots. 
It is the staid busi- 


ness man, garbed in a faultless blue 
suit and with just a touch of gray in 
his hair. 


"Do you plant these potatoes three 


in a hill?" is a common query. 


"Do you put these potatoes in the 


cellar until they start sprouting?"'is 
another. 


Some more that the men at the food 


relief office hear every day are: 


"Don't you have potatoes which are 


already cut for planting?" 


"How thick do you sow beans?" 
"Is there danger of the treated po- 
tatoes poisoning the ground?" 


Women ask more questions than the 


men, food relief workers say, although 
the queries are generally more rational 
than those expounded by the business 
leaders of the city. 


"Are the beans disinfected?" two 


women have inquired. 


Women talk about the signs of the 


moon and often quote scripture, say 
the potato and bean dispatching clerka. 


"The Bible says sow in the morning," 


was delivered on Friday. 


"Is the sign for planting right?" is 


probably the most common question 
heard by those who meet the city 
farming public every day. 


"Where Is Scab?'

scab." Ho thought it was probably 
an organization which was selling po- 
tatoes in opposition to the city, it is 
related. 


"What places do you call the potato 
scabs?" he is said to have asked. 


Generally Not, Brother. 


"Would the tin cans fertilize the 


ground if I left them In my back yard?" 
asked a brawny shopman Friday after- 
noon. The Purdue specialist had never 
learned that the soil was aided by tho 
chemical decomposition of tin cans, he 
said."Is there any place in town where 
I can get potatoes cheaper?" conies 
now and then, it is claimed. 
Great Jokesters.

Used Yard Stick.

Afraid of Sun. 


An industrious sort of a fellow who 


had never paid any attention to crops 
but had heard of sun-burnt corn and 
sun-burnt potatoes thought that by 
planting his garden under the shade of 
a large tree in his back yard he would 
not suiter the loss encountered by the 
hot rays of the sun this summer. 


Two Feet Deep. 


A group of fifty or sixty boys were 


listening attentively to an address made 
by a man experienced In agricultural 
work. He was pointing out a certain 
plat of ground which was to be used 
In planting potatoes.

The Cultivation of Peppers. 


(Another of a series of articles edit- 


ed by the committee on publicity an 
information of the National Food Re- 
lief committee. Fort Wayne branch. 
This article by Xorma Erf. supervisor 
of gardens in the public schools). 


The pepper plant is well adapted to 


the small garden. 
It is easy to grow 


and each year the house-wife finds 
more uses for its fruit. 


Varieties. 


The small hot varieties are used for 


pickling, and the larger kinds are often 
used green for "mangoes" and when 


ripe as "pimento." 
Any good seed 


catalog will give a list of the best rep- 
resentatives of each variety. 
The 


Ruby King, Bull Nose and Neapolitan 
are among the favorites of the latter 
class. 


Planting. 


Whe nail danger from frost is over 


and" the soil is warm, the seed may be 
sown in the open ground, and as soon 
as the plants are about three inches 
high they should be transplanted in 
rows where they are to remain. Make 
the rows about 2 feet apart and set 
the plants about 18 inches from each 


other. This is a good plan to follow 
now. 
since the season is so far ad- 


vanced. Another plan that is some- 
times recommended in growing pep- 
pers from seed, is to plant 8 or 10 
seeds in hills from 12 to 18 inches 
apart each way, and then to thin to one 
strong plant in each lull. 


It is better, however, to sow the 


seed in a hotbed, cold-frame, or tlat 
in March, and to transplant into other 
flats or small pots when the plants are 
from 2 to 3 inches high. Then plant 
out in the open when the weather is 
settled and frosts are past. An earlier 


crop of peppers is more certain than if 
the seeds are started in the open at a 
later time. 


Culture. 


Peppers thrive best in a rich, moist 


warm soil. Shallow cultivation should 
be continued to keep a surface mulch. 
If large fruit is desired, it is well to cut 
back the ends and to pinch off the 
blossoms after several good fruits are 
started. While the young plant is ten- 
der, the mature stalk will not be in- 
jured by the first frosts of the fall and 
will continue to bear until late in the 
season if the fruit is cut off carefully.

TERRACING LAND TO PREVENT EROSION 


Washing Away of Fertile Soil in Sloping Fields and On Hillsides Can Be Stopped or Greatly 


Lessened By Shaping the Land Into Ridges—Systems Described. 


Many of the farms of the country 


which are being ruined gradually or 
rapidly by the washing away of soil 
from sloping fields and cultivated hill- 
sides may be saved and kept in a cul- 
tivable condition by the use of terraces. 
Terraces make possible either the 
holding of the rich, easily eroded sur- 
face soil in place, or else limit its 
movement to short distances from 
which it can be thrown back by plow- 
Ing. 
Various systems of such terrac- 


ing are now in use in the United States. 


While terr-acing has been success- 


fully employed in the United States on 
fields sloping as much as 30 feet to the 
100 feet, and is practiced in Europe 
and Asia, on even steeper grades, the 
Departmentof Agriculture does not rec- 
ommend the use of terraces on slopes 
greater than 20 feet to the 100 feet, 
•with a view to making the land avail- 
able for cultivation. 
Hillsides with 


slopes greater than 20 feet to the 100 
feet should be seeded for pasture or 
planted to timber. 


The purpose of terracing is so to 


chape the land in fields with a pro- 
nounced slope that rain water, instead 
of draining from top to bottom of the 
Incline, wearing gullies and washing the 
fertile top soil entirely from the field, 
•will be confined either to nearly level 
zones, or else to strips of sloping land 
havingrelatively small area- The theory 
of terracing Is that the water accumu- 
lating in these restricted zones is re- 
strained so that much of it soaks into 
the soil, while the surplus is carried 
away at reduced velocity along the ter- 
races and disposed of where it will do 
no damage. 


The original system of terracing 


which is used almost exclusively in 
Asia, and to a great extent in Europe. 
Is a series of benches separated by al- 
most perpendicular rises. Water usu- 
ally is prevented from flowing over the 
edges of tho benches by small ridges 
or shoulders. Bench terraces are clas- 
sified as sloping or horizontal, accord- 
ing as thw havc or havc not slope be- 


When broad-base level-ridge ter- 


races are constructed, the portion of 
the field between the terraces is left at 
its original slope. Ridges with bases 
at least 10 feet wide and heights of at 
least 1H feet are thrown up at inter- 
vals to 'stop and hold surface water. 
These ridges run across the face of a 
hill or completely around it at exactly 
the same level. They therefore wind 
about on contour lines, turning closer 
into the hill at depressions and farther 
out when shoulders are encountered. 
The ridges, if not carried completely 
around hills, may bo brought to an end 


which will permit efficient removal of 
the %vater. A fall of % foot per 100 feet 
usually is considered the maximum 
safe grade. 
The ridges of Mangum 


terraces may slope at a uniform rate 
or may be variably graded. 
In the 


latter case the grade is increased at in- 
tervals along the terrace to accommo- 
date the continually Increased dis- 
charge from the enlarging drainage 
area. It is customary, therefore, to 
construct these ridges with practically 
no fall for the first hundred or two 
hundred feet and gradually to increase 
the fall at intervals of several hundred

To each gallon add one ounce 
of salt and two ounces of brown sugar 
_ jsolved in water. It is a good plan 
to add a quarter of a pound of calcium 
chloride to every thirty gallons of the 
wash in order to increase its disinfect- 
ing properties. 


For gates and fences a good white- 


wash recipe is the following: Slake 
twenty pounds of lime with boiling 
water until it is of the consistency of 
thin cream. Then stir in three pounds 
of common salt and one-half pound 
of alum. 
The Government whitewash recipe, 


which has given quite general satisfac- 
tion, is more expensive than 
these 


two. but gives better results. The re- 
cipe follows: Slake a half bushel of 
lime with boiling water, keeping it 
covered during the process. Strain it 
and add a peck of salt dissolved in 
warm water, three pounds of ground 
rice put in boiling water and boiled to 
a thin paste, one-half pound of pow- 
dered Spanish whiting, one pound of 
dear glue dissolved in warm water. 
Mix these well together, and let^the 
mixture stand for several days. Keep 
the wash thus made in a kettle or a 
portable heater, and when used put it 
on as hot as possible with a paint 
brush or whitewash brush.

Experiments being conducted on 


the Washington State college farm 
with a pea ration for pigs shows that 
the hogs are fattening more quickly 
than on other standard rations.

The pro- 
duction of home-grown food does not 
nvolve in the least the limitation ol 
the crop output of the farm. It slm- 
sly requires planning and a little mor6 
careful management. A cow or two 
to furnish the family with milk, butter. 
and cheese, and a flock of chickens to 
furnish poultry and eggs, will do much 
to make farm fare more healthful and 
cheaper. 


In addition to the above advantage* 


of keeping live stock are the facts thai 
live stock on the farm provide a horns 
market and a means of utilization of 
farm roughage, some of which might 
be wasted if not fed, and the use ol 
pastures which could not be employed 
profitably in any other way. Live stock 
also afford a ready home market for 
certain other crops, which at times 
would have to be hauled considerable 
distances to be sold. Finally, the pres- 
ence of live stock on the farm give« 
productive employment throughout the 
year to labor which at certain seasons 
might otherwise be idle. Live stock 
also gives some interest on capital in- 
vested on equipment which would pro- 
duce nothing if not utilized at all sea- 
sons. The fertilizing valne of manure 
also mast be considered. 'When these 
factors are taken into consideration. 
even thongh there appears to be 
or no profit as shown by cost 


rect revenue from them. By feeding 
these crops to live stock, valuable 
products that can be exchanged for 
cash are obtained. At the s.-vme time 
the manure produced by the animals 
retains a very large percentage of the 
fertilizing value of the feed. For this 
reason it Is more economical to feed 
than to plow under without feeding, 
and the most practical source of humus 
is stable manure.

Treat When Calves Arc Younjf. 
Young calves can be painlessly de- 


horned If the treatment is applied be- 
fore they are one week old. Any one 
can do it If they follow directions: 


Procure from a druggist a stick of 


caustic soda or caustic potash—it usu- 
ally comes in sticks five Inches long 
<-.nd the size of a lead pencil. Now clip 
the hair off over the place where the 
horn can be felt. 
After this 1s fin- 


ished, wash with soap and water and 
thoroughly dry with a towel. Tal/3 
the stick of caustic and wrap some pa- 
per around the end that Is to be held 
in the hand. Now moisten the other 


I end and rub on each clipped spot al- 
' ternately, two or three times, allowing 
time for It to dry between each appli- 
cation. 
Don't get the stick too wet 


and rub only where the horn is to ap- 
pear, because if it gets on the sur- 
rounding skin it will eat the flesh 
away and cause pain. After thc treat- 
ment protect the calves from rain, as 
water on the head will cause the 
caustic to run on the surrounding 
skin.—Carl J. Men/.e, Ferndale, Wash.

a stand. 


PLANT A FEW NOT TREES. 


The average farmer might well ar- 


range to plant a few of the choice nut 
bearing trees for shade and future 
fruitage about his home and also in the 
fruit orchards. 


Sheep make good helpers on farm. 


To sweeten an acid soil, a 


amount of-finely ground limestone or 
slaked lime must be scattered evenly 
over the plowed ground and worked 
into the top soil. 
Ground limestone 


is usually the cheapest and most, satis- 
factory in general, though it takes ef- 
fect more slowly than quick lime, 
slaked lime or hydrated lime., and a 
larger quantity must be applied to get 
the same results. The screenings from 
an ordinary rook crusher can be used. 
Coarser material has little immediate 
effect in the soil, but if a much.larger 
quantity of thc coarse material is used 
it wiM keep the soil sweet for,a longer 
time. Screenings can be obtained at 
from twenty-five cents to one dollar a 
ton. 
In some cases where hauling 


from the railroad is expensive and 
where limestone Is accessible, small 
grinders can be used to grind the lime- 
stone on the farm.

PLANTING SHRUBS.
